To the School Board and Citizens of Dalton: 
I hereby submit my eighth and final report as 


Superintendent of your schools. 


During the eight years of my services with you 
the schools of Dalton have changed materially for 


the better. 


until the pupils are now properly 
The schools are all taught by well 


modern books. 


The supply of text books has increased 
supplied with 


trained teachers all but one of whom had consider- 


able experience. 


The high school has been estab- 


lished and brought to a high point of efficiency 
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through the ccoparation of Plymouth Normal 
School, Commissioner Pringle and all public spirited 
citizens of Dalton. 

Miss Mary Taylor has acted as the head of this 
school since its inception. ‘The school is peculiarly 
a monument to her ability, sound judgment and tact. 
The Grange and other organizations have each had 
a part in this good work. The School Board, and 
particularly its Chairman, Mr. Boyle, have labored 
unceasingly to assure the success of the school. Sure- 
ly seldom can a school be found which so clearly 
demonstrates what loyal team work can accomplish. 

The work of the grades is improving generally. 
All but one of our teachers are experienced and the 
work is continually improving. The conduct of the 
pupils is much better than formerly was the case, a 
tact that always reflects the parents’ interest in the 
schools. The record for attendance in our schools 
is now excellent. The number of half days ab- 
sence has decreased one-half in the last ten years, 
while the number of cases of tardiness is now one- 
fourth that of ten years ago. 

The overcrowded condition of No. 1 School 
described in my report last year has been remedied 
by remodeling the building, so that now accommo- 
dations are available for two teachers. Miss Lucy 
Travers has made a most encouraging beginning as 
teacher of the lower grades here, while Mrs. Sim- 
onds is continuing her services in the upper grades 
with great benefit to her pupils. Miss Virginia 
Leary succeeded Miss Smith at Union School and 
has brought about great improvement during the 
short time she has been with us. Misses Dowse and 
Gadley are still doing excellent work at Scotts and 
No. 9 schools. 

In looking forward to improvements in the 
schools of Dalton, I would advise the addition of 
some manual training for the boys in high school. 
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Space for this could be secured by obtaining the use 
of one of the church sheds and allowing the boys 
to adapt it for use as a carpenter’s shop. In this 
way the cost of the lumber would be the principal 
expense. I would recommend that this plan be 
given serious consideration for adoption next year. 

The condition of our school buildings at present 
and their location both seem to make it desirable for 
Dalton to build a consolidated school building and 
bring all the children together for instruction. From 
the progressive spirit shown by your citizens, I am 
sure that this will be done as soon as conditions 
permit. 

I wish at this time to express my appreciation 
for the many courtesies extended to me by all my 
Dalton friends and the many thoughtful kindnesses 
extended to me by the School Board.
